That there is in the neighborhood 


of $1,200 owing to the city Worn pat- 
rons ol the city waterworks, that some 
people have been using water from 
the city mains without ary apparent 
record o£ the connection having been 
made, that others have paid connec- 
tion fees months ago without getting 
the water service, that the meters of 
some patrons have been read fre- 
quently and others at long intervals, 
are some of the alleged discoveries 
made by the new superintendent of 
the city waterworks system in his ef- 
forts to straighten out the tangle in 
which the waterworks affairs have ap- 
parently been turned over to him. 


With the assistance of City Clerk 


Dohn and the members of the fire and 
water committee ot the city council, 
Supt. Gates has been putting in some 
faithful work lately trying to get the 
waterworks muss into some kind of 
system, with an inventory of all prop- 
erty belonging to this department and 
a system of reports by which the-foun- 
cil and bond trustees may be furnish-' 
ed with regular reports on operation, 
showing inu 'ie and expenditures and 
cost of oper. tion. 


Mr. Gates lias been locating all me- 


ters in the city and tracing up all 
connections with the water mains and 
these efforts have brought forth some 
surprising discoveries, but by the time 
he has finished his work the new su- 
perintendent believes he will have a 
fairly accurate record of all meters 
and connections 
and these records 


wfll in future he kept in the office of 
the city clerk, where they will be ac- 
cessible.

For many years it has been the 


boast of this state that more sugar 
and cheaper, could be made . every 
year on its acres than would be need- 
ed to sweeten the pies and coffees 
and make the candies of the entire 
country; but for all those years we 
have contented ourselves with mere- 
ly believing that to be true. But it 
appears there is to be a change. The 
Miami Metropolis tells us: 
"At the 


resent rate of progress in planting 
ane and clearing land for replanting, 
he Pennsylvania Sugar company will 
e making sugar in Miami by Decem- 
ler. 1921. This was the assurance 
;iven yesterday by Van Alen Harris, 
esident manager of the company, to 
a party of Miamians who visited the 
ugar plantation of the company a 
ew miles from this city on the Mi- 
ami canal. 


"While the sites for the refinery 


and mill have not as yet been selected 
and Mr. Harris makes no definite 
statement as to details which have 
not been decided upon, the visitors 
ventured a long guess that the mills 
at least will be near the fields, which 
would place them within 11 miles of 
Miami, with canal and railroad con- 
nection to Miami with the completion 
of the railroad between this city and 
Lake Okepchobeo. This railroad bed . 
is already built from the Curtis field

That there is in the neighborhood 


of $1,200 owing to the city trom pat- 
rons ot the city waterworks, that some 
people hare been using water from 
the city mains without any apparent 
record o£ the connection having been 
made, that others have paid connec- 
tion fees months ago without getting 
the water service, that the meters of 
some patrons have been read fre- 
quently and others at long intervals, 
are some of the alleged discoveries 
made by the new superintendent of 
the city waterworks system in his ef- 
forts to straighten out the tangle in 
which the waterworks affairs have ap- 
parently been turned over to him. 


With the assistance of City Clerk 


Dohn and the members of the fire and 
water committee ot the city council, 
Supt. Gates has been putting in some 
faithful work lately trying to get the 
waterworks muss into some kind of 
system, with an inventory of all prop- 
erty belonging to this department and 
a system of reports by which the-Coun- 
cil and bond trustees may be furnish- 
ed with regular reports on operation, 
showing incc 'ie and expenditures and 
•ost of oper. tion.

connections with the water mains and 
these efforts have brought forth some 
surprising discoveries, but by the time

QUESTION OF WHETHER BONDS 


CAN BE DISPOSED OF TO PAY 


FOR LIGHT PLANT IS NOW DIS- 


POSED OF. 


Although there lias been nothing 


new developed in the electric light 
situation in this city during the past 


ePk. 
there is a general feeling of 


ecurity among the citizens that the 
matter is definitely settled and that 
the city will soon have a sufficient 
supply of electric current for all pur- 
noses. 


After accepting the proposal of the 


Fairbanks, Morse company to furnish 
an electrical unit and engine as 'soon 
as it could be installed a definite con- 
tract was entered into between the 
city and the Fairbanks, ittorse com- 
pany, the first payment on the ma- 
chinery was made and $lans made 
to be ready for the installation of the 
machinery when it arrives. 
A meet- 


ing of the city council was held last 
night to make preparations for the 
foundations, which will be placed in 
the brick building now used to house 
the steam pumps purchased several 
years ago and never used. 


Of course, in order to carry through 


the plans for establishing a municipal 
plant it will be necessary for the 
voters to carry the special bond elec- 
tion called for September 7th, and 
there seems to be no question but that 
the election will be carried, with the 
feeling of confidence that the plant 
will be established, that there will 
be no question about the service and 
that both day and night service will 
be maintained. 


That there will be no question 


about the sale of the bonds after 
they have been voted and validated 
is established by the action of the 
State bank in offering to take the 
whole issue as soon as they are ready 
for sale, which will give the city the 
use of the money- at once. 
This 


agreement has been given the finance 
committee of the city council, to re- 
lieve any uncertainty as to whether 
the bonds can be 'disposed of after 
they are issued. This removes the 
last possibility of not being able to 
pay for the municipal plant machin- 
ery—providing the bonds are voted 
by the people.

The vvoist 01 the bad stretch of 


highway beMveen \Yijycross, Ga., and 
Jackbonvllle, located principally in 
Cliarlton count}, Georgia, will prob- 
ably be graded and graveled reedy for 


j travel beiore the tall and winter trav- 
el southward begins, according to in- 
formation which has been received 
here from H. J. Davis, chairman of. 
the Charlton county board of county 
commissioners. 


The letter, which was written in 


answer to an inquiry as to when the 
road will be ready for travel, states 
that it is not probable that the road 
will be finished this'season on account 
of delays due to adverse weather con- 
ditions, but that it will be suitable 
for travel. The letter follows: 


"Replying to your inquiry as to how 


much we expect to accomplish in the 
way of improving the road for fall 
travel: We are working quite a lit- 


j tie force ot' men whenever the rain 


I will let us work and it is beyond me 
or anyone else to state just what 
will be accomplished. 


"We hope to have the worst of the 


road graded and graveled before the 
fall nr winter travel 
We are doing 


our h?st but weather conditions have 
been and are now against us. 
No 


part of our road will get far enough 
to be capped with the asphalt topping 
but will have the foundation on. Cars 
are being passed over this work, but 
it is very bad. We put them through 
without any expense to the traveler, 
only a delay and shaking up some 
times. This is a gumbo mud soil and 
very boggy and slick." 


Motorists who have negotiated the 


stretch of road recently have brought 
back reports of having been towed 
through the gumbo by mules driven 
by the convicts employed on the road. 
No special charge is being made for 
the service but the motorist generally 
tips the two men who chaperone the 
mules. Along the same stretch a. re- 
sourceful fanner has started a toll 
road through a lane and past his 
house, as a detour off the highway.

For many years it has been the 


boast of this state that more sugar 
and cheaper, could be made . every 
year on its acres than would be need- 
ed to sweeten the pies and coffees 
and make the candies of the entire 
country; but for all those years we 
have contented ourselves with mere- 
ly believing that to be true. But it 
appears there is to be a change. The 
Miami Metropolis tells us: 
"At the 


present rate of progress in planting 
•ane and clearing land for replanting, 
the Pennsylvania Sugar company will 
be making sugar in Miami by Decem- 
ber. 1921. 
This was the assurance 


given yesterday by Van Alen Harris, 
resident manager of the company, to 
a party of Miamians who visited the 
sugar plantation of the company a 
few miles from this cily on the Mi- 
ami canal. 


'While the sites for the refinery 


and mill have not as yet been selected 
and Mr. Harris makes no definite 
statement as to details which have 
not been decided upon, the visitors 
ventured a long guess that the mills 
at least will be near the fields, which 
would place them within 11 miles of 
Miami, with canal and railroad con- 
nection to Miami with the completion 
of the railroad between this city and 
Lake Okppchobeo. This railroad bed .

Priceless opportunities belong to a 


mother to give to the baby, with his 
whole life before him, the true foun- 
dations of character and chances 
future happiness and • greatness. So 
the first thing a wise woman does is 
to reason the matter out, deciding on a 
method of action which can be pursued 
with as little deviation as possible. 
Preparation is needed, for just as love 
does not bestow a mysterious instinct 
as to the proper physical treatment of 
a baby, so affection alone will not 
prove a sufficient guide or teacher in 
the matter of character training. One 
has to cultivate the power of restrain- 
ing Impulse, of infinite patience and 
infinite se.lf-c0n.troi and a flpa grasp ot 
those principles which underlie the for- 
mation of character. 
By possessing 


these powers herself, the mother is 
able to direct a child's conduct and to 
suggest motives to him at a time when 
his impulses are natural and his ideas 
yet unformed, when he will learn lit- 
erally unconsciously.

Created "Buffer" State.

northwestern part of Persia* moun- 
tain peak marked Mount Ararat. That 
should give them a fine starting pointr 
for they will remember that it was on- 
Mount Ararat that Noah, In the Bib- 
lical account landed. Mount Ararat 
is the loftiest peak in Azerbaijan, 
17,000 feet above sea level, but if they 
have neglected news from Europe- 
they may not know that Azerbaijan- 
ts a new republic established by the- 
political strife in eastern Europe in 
the expectation that it will act as «/ 
political and military buffer for some- 
of the great nations. 


The inhabitants of Azerbaidjau are- 


Persians, Armenians, Kurds, Tartar- 
Turks and Arabs, whose valleys are- 
veritable garden spots. 
It ranks itt 


statistics as one of the most produc- 
tive spots in all Persia, but young- 
readers will find their chief interest l» 
the fact that it contains Mount Ara- 
rat, which gave Noah his first shelter, 
according to the accepted narrative. 
The erection of Azerbaidjan as a buf- 
fer state brings the remote past an* 
the immediate present together in a 
way which may also awaken the in- 
terest of those who have .uioved pa£tj 
the years <ff yontJifnl cariosity.—Pitts- 
burgh Dispatch.

A buried garden has been discov- 


ered at Poona, India In excavaling the 
site of an eighteenth-century palace, 
where a public park is to be laid out.

tions and reservoirs, after the fashion 
of the celebrated Shallmar gardens 
of Kashmir and Lahore. The entire 
system of fountains and reservoirs is 
connected by well-made pipes and 
ducts of pure copper. On the top of 
the plinth an enormous fountain, cir- 
cular in shape, fashioned after a lotus 
flower and fwlng over 200 Jets, was- 
discovered. 
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
